their country, walk proudly for- 
ward (with nothing of the bra- 
vado spirit}, and in a dignified 
manner calmly place their names 
on the military roster resting on 
the flag, one naturally thought 
of the signing of the Declaration 
of Independenee, while at the 
same time a rebirth of American- 
ism of 1776 was being enacted 
before his eves. 

At the conclusion of the enlist- 
ments the members-of the militia 
and the reserves and the specta- 
tors all joined in singing the Star- 
Spangled Banner. This:zrand old
